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Jurisdiction  of  the  Port 

The  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  as 
defined  by  the  Order  constituting  the  Authority  are  as  follows i- 
”A11  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the 
landward  side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  the  Mumbles  Point, 
to  the  South  eastern  extremity  of  the  said  Port  at  Nash  Point, 
together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea,  within 
suoh  limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers, 
channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits, 
and  the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed 
as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the 
said  Port  and  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed  for 
the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port 
under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases 
issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for 
the  purposes  of  any  Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to 
any  ship  which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given 
thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither”.

3.3.  "MBKT3W  - (British) 

On  the  24th  February,  19^4  an  Indian  member  of  the  crew  of  the  above 
named  vessel  was  medically  examined  by  the  doctor  of  the  Shipping  Federation 
and  was  referred  to  the  M,M. R,  Clinic,  The  result  proved  that  he  was  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Chronic),  He  was  kept  on  board  the  vessel,  and 
isolated  in  the  ship's  hospital  for  repatriation  to  hi»  home  in  India, 

All  the  immediate  contacts  of  the  patient  (four)  attended  the  M.M.R,  Clinic 
for  chest  x-ray. 
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s.s.  "MURISTAN"  ~ (Continued) 

The  Master  of  the  vessel  was  given  full  instructions  re 
disinfecting  the  patient's  room,  bedclothes,  cooking  and  eating 
utensils,  The  Master  was  also  advised  to  have  all  the  crew  chest 
x-rayed. 

A further  members  of  the  crew  of  71  attended  the  M.M.R.  Clinic. 

All  the  results  proved  negative  with  the  exception  of  one  member  of  the 
crew,  which  shewed  an  old  calcifed  lesion. 

s.s.  "NEW  YORK  CITY"  - (British) 

On  the  20th  July,  1964.  a letter  was  received  from  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Bristol  stating  that  while  this  vessel  was  at 
Avonmouth,  some  time  ago,  the  Boatswain  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

In  the  mean  time  the  vessel  had  sailed  for  Canada  before  the  crew 
could  be  x-rayed  at  Bristol. 

The  ship  arrived  at  Swansea  on  the  6th  August,  19 64.,  and  on  the  7th 
all  the  crew,  39  in  number,  were  x-rayed  at  the  M.M.R.  Clinic. 

On  the  8th  August  information  was  received  from  the  Clinic  that 
all  the  crew  proved  negative  with  the  exception  of  one  seaman  who 
required  further  clinical  examination. 

As  the  vessel  had  sailed  for  Avonmouth  this  information  was 
forwarded  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  Bristol. 

The  vessel's  agents  and  the  Shipping  Federation  were  also  notified* 

SECTION  X - Observations  on  the  occurrence  of  malaria  in  shins 

The  British  m. v.  "BORDER  TERRIER"  arrived  at  Swansea  on  1st  March, 
1964-  from  Aden.

Other  foods  inspected  were  646  tons  of  grain  and  flour,  3,826  tons 
which  includes,  potatoes,  sugar,  margarine,  butter,  cooking  fats,  canned 
meat,  canned  fruit,  coffee  essence,  pickling  cabbage,  onions,  biscuits  and 
confectionery.  All  were  found  in  a good  condition,  except  small  quantities 
damaged  by  sea  or  other  causes.  All  unsound  food  with-held  from  human 
consumption  was,  with  few  exceptions,  disposed  of  locally,  when  sent  to 
smother  district,  the  consent  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
receiving  district  is  first  obtained.
